the Meuse. 
American detachments in the Argonne 
forests continue to clean up that wild- 
erness, sending back scores of machine 
guns, trench mortars and other cap- 
tured material. On the- salvage list 
•there appeared today three observation 
balloons. They had been .left in their 
shed at the. eastern edge of Exermont 
wood. 


In addition to their- work of recon- 
structing bridges and roads the en- 
gineers have had the task of removing 
numerous -mines. As happened, north 
,,.?f the Marne, many positions abandoned 
BsS^ the Germans had been elaborately 
equipped with mines, but as also was 
the case, north of the Marne, almost 
every mine was sprung by the engineers 
who traced the wires to a trap left 
nearby. 


There was a - formidable outlay of 
mines in the town of Vauquois which 
t'had been used as a German headquart- 
ers. Below the level of the town there 
were hundreds of. yards of subterranean 
passages which had been turned into 
comfortable, even luxurious quarters. 
Information reaching American head- 
quarters continue to indicate confus- 
ion behind the German lines, not in the 
way of trafHce conditions, but in organ- 
ization. It. is known the enemy is 
using units as small as platoons to re- 
inforce those in the fighting line.

Says Today 


The government has found it neces- 
sary to institute drastic measures to 
conserve 
labor, material, 
fuel 
and 


transportation for war purposes. 
The result of these measures has 
been the stopping of all non-war con- 
struction work throughout the country. 


In effect this means that no con- 
struction Involving over 12.3*9 can lw 
undertaken without a special permit. 
Committees of the county defense 
councils will have charge of the en- 
forcement; they will issue or refuse 
permits. 
Only such building as is deemed ab- 
solutely essential to the conduct of the 
war will be permitted. 
The war industries board at Wash 
ington can enforce the order by stop- 
ping material, fuel and transportation. 


If you are planning any building op 
erations consult your non-war con- 
struction committee first.

CAPTURED BY BRITISH 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


London, Oct. 2.—French and Belgian 
troops have made fresh progress in the 
direction of Hooglede and Roulers and 
the British have seized Ledeghcm on 
the Roulers-Menin railway, according 
to the Belgian official statement issued 
last night. A British detachment, the 
statement says, has crossed the Lys 
between Wervicq and Comines.
